Reese, of this city, Gen. Gordon and Gov­ 
ernor O’Neal, and Misses Davis and Gordon, 
accomp anied by Cap ts. Bragg and Sayre. 
The various state m ilitary comp anies and 
associations of vetrans made up the rem ain­ 
der of the p rocession. 
Atayor Reese, in introducing Mr. Davis, 
sp oke as follows:

“I will relate an experience myself and 
three assistants o nce had with an expert 
diamo nd smuggler so me time rinee,’’ said a 
gray-haired custo ms man, ‘ and then yo u'll 
see bo th ho w easy and difficult it is to 
smuggle. *’ 
The sto ry w as to ld in a graphic manner, 
as fo llo ws: 
Three large diamo nd dealers in 
Chicago emplo yed a yo ung Frenchman, who 
was co nsidered an o xj>ert at smuggling, to 
pro cure fo r them $42,000 wo rth o f the finest 
first-water gems.
